PROCEEDINGS 
Majeſties Foztes, 
CARRIBBY ISLANDS. 


HE Defign of this ſmall Treatiſe, is to give a Succin& Relarion, 
of the Proceedings of their Majeſties Forces, in the Cartbby- 
lands; and in a plain and Compendious Method, a faichful 
Narrative of the moſt remarkable Tranfa&ons, from the begin- 
ning of the War, to this preſent rime : Only I muſt d+fire ro be 

excuſed, in the Omifion of noting the particular Days of the Mont i in ſome 
q places, The loſs of ſome Papers, having forced me to be leſs exa& hy the Per- 
formance of that, than I could wiſh 3 buras that is not abſolutely marcrial 
and per ſe, bur wy circumſtantial and per Accidens, I prefume ic mayithe more 
eafily be pardoned. 5 - A. 

Bur before 1 fall upon the intended Matrer, I think it not amiſs, ro ſhew 
the firſt grounds and Reaſons of the Differences , which have happened in 
thoſe parts. Be pleaſed then ro know, rhat the Ifland of Sr. Chriftophers hath 
formerly been a Stage of War berween the Engliſh and French : Byr of late 
Years Matters being accommodated, and the {land divided berween rhem, 
they have each of them lived under their own Government, and 'an A& of 
Neurrality hath paſſed by the Conſent of both their Kings, to the Intent they 
might rhere enjoy a quier and an Uninterrupred Peace, notwithſtanding any 
Wars that might happen between the two Crowns it Europe : But the French 
being a fickle and inconftancPeople, broke through all thoſe Conſiderations, 
and before the Wars were Proclaimed between England and France, prompted 
by ſome private Animoſities of their own, and animated by rhe Inftigations 
and Impulfions of ſome Iriſh upon the Iſland; in the Month of Jafy 1689, 
encred the Engliſh ground with Fire and Sword, forcing the Inhabitants to 
fly to the Fort for their ſafery. * 1h 

The Engliſh being in this Diſtreſs, applied themſelves ro the Government 
of Barbados for Afi 3 upon which application the Honourable Sir Timorhy 
Thornhil Baronet, offered himſelf; to po at the Head of a Regitnetit ro their 
Relief; ro which the Goyetnour —_ and Afſcrubly afſeuting, rhe _ 
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beat up for Yoluntiers, and..in leſs chan a - Fortnighty. there was raiſed a 
Regiment of ſeven Hundred able Men, all which ( che Commillioned Officers 
excepred ) were fitted with Arms, &c. for the ſaid Expedition, at the Coſt 
and Charges of the; Iſland of Barbados , convenient Veſſels being alſo provi- 
ded, for the tranſp9:ting them to the Iſland of St. Chrift:phers, 

All things being in a Readineſs, they Imbarqued and ſer Sail on Thurſday 
the firſt of 4uguft; and on Monday following, being the Fifth of the ſaid Month, 
chey zrrived at the Illand of- Antigua, where; they received the unwelcome 
News, that the Fort ar Str: Chriffoghers was ſurrendred ro the French, on 
Monday the 29th of Fuly upon Articles, and the Engliſh ſent off co the adjacert 
liland of News. 

Afairs being thus Stated, Sir Timothy Thornhil knowing his Strength to be 
inconfiderable to attack an Iſland ſo well mann'd and fortified as Sr.Chriſtophers 
And the Government of Antigua alſo ſolliciting him ro continue with them 
till che Arrival of the Engliſh Fleet, which was daily expe&ed ; he agreed 
to their Propoſals, and landed his Regiment'rhere, quartering them in the 
Town of Falmouth. , ; | 

After a Months Continuance in the ſaid Tfland , Lieutenant General Cod- 
rington ſent” three Sloops, Man'd with fourſcore of Sir 7:imothy's Regiment 
under the Command of Captain Edward Thorne, to ferch their Majeſties Sub - 
zeas with their Goods and Stock, from the Iſland. of Anguilla , where they 
were miſerably abuſed and deſtroyed, by ſome hiſh which the French had put 
on Shore amongſt them : Before, and during Sir Timothy's Stay in Antizua, the 
Indians of the Neighbouring Iſlands, who were in League with the French,land- 
ed ſeveral rimes upon the ſaid Iſland;killing thoſe Inhabirantrs that lived near to 
the Sea, (co the Number of Ten) and then making their Eſcape in their ſwift 
Periaquas, notwithſtanding the beſt Sailing Sloops were ſent in purſuit of chem; 
bur by the Diligence of che Licutevanc General, in placing Guards at all the 
Bays and landing Places, thoſe Incurſions were afterwards prevented. 

Abour the middle of September, a French Privateer landing at Five Iſlands 
near Antigaa,.had taken off ſome Negroes 3 and in his going away met with two 
Engliſh Sloops, one of which after ſome Reſiſtance he rook 3 the other making 
her Eſcape, came in and gave an Account of the Aﬀion; upon which Sir 
Timothy ſent out rwo Slogps, Man'd with a Company of Granadlters, under the 
Command of Captain Walter Hamilton, who next day brought her in with her 
Prize : On board the Privatecer, ( beſides thirty French ) were fx Irih, who 
were tried by a Court Marſhal, and four of them deſervedly executed. 

Art this time adreadful Mortality raging in the Iſland of Newzs, eſpecially 
among the Men which had reduced that Sex to a Mojety of its uſual num- 
ber ; forced the Inhabirants to make their Addrefles to Sir Timothy, ( who 
now had received a Commiſion for Major General, ) to bring his Regiment 
down thirher for their Defence, their Iſland lying within two Leagues of Sr. 
Chriftophers, and in daily expe&Ration of being atcacked 3 the Major General 
weighing their Necellity, after the violence of the Diſtemper was abated, in 
the Month of November removed. his Regiment thither, encawping them up- 
on a commadious Plain, cloſe adjoyning to a River. 

In the beginning of December, the Lieutenant General coming down to 
Nevis, called a General Council of War, in which it was determined, that 
the Major General with three hundred of his own Regiment, and two hun- 
dred Neviſians ſhould go down and attack Sr. Martins and St. Bartholomews, 
rwo Iſlands belonging to the Enemy, in which they reared confiderable quan- 
rities of Stock for rhe ſupport and maintenance of erhereheir Sagar Iſlands ; iQ 
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order to which Expedition, the Major General on Sunday the 15th of the ſaid 
Month, pur his Forces on board the Veſſels provided for chem, | (being one 
Brigantine, and .nine Sloops,) and on Monday the 16th. he hinifelf imbar- 
qued. and the Fleet ſer Sail for the ſaid Iſlands. On Weaneſday the 18th in the 
Morning, we: paſt by Sr. Barthofomews, and about four in the Afrernoon, be. 
ing within four or five Leagues of Sr, Martins, we eſpied a ſmall Sloop ſtand. 
ing up towards us, bur upon fight of us ſhe racked, and pur into ane of the 
Bays : When we came up with the Bay where ſhe lay, the Majar General 
ſent one Lieurenant Powden with three Files of Men in T Boar, co.{go up to 
her and board her, and if ſhe were floating ro bring her our ; when the Boar 
was got near on Board,the Enemy who lay hid in che Buſhes on each fide,(rhe 
Bay being Land-lock*d) fired very thick upon them, forcing them to rerrear, 
two of them being wounded. The Major General being very deſirous to 
have the Sloop, after ir was dark, ſent thirty Men in four Boats and Canoes, 
under the Command of Captain Walter Hamilton, again to artempr the bring- 
ing her our ; bur the Enemy diſcovered them, and fired hotly ypon them 3 
the Canoe, which Captain Hamilton was in, rowed cloſe up to the Sloop, and 
found her run on Ground, the Men being all gone our of her, ſo were forced 
ro leave her, and return to their Veſſels : Captain Hamilton received: rwo Shots 
in one of his Legs, about four Perſons more being wounded, Hur nane killed ; 
that Night we ſtood off and on,as though we defigned to land in the! Morning. 

The next Day being the 19th, there was a Council of War heli.by che Of- 
ficers on board the Brigantine, wherein ir was determined, ficft*ro arrick 
Sr. Bartholomews, and a:cordingly the Sloops ſtood up in the Night to the 
faid Iland': The nexr Morning before Day, Mijor John Stanley Ianded with four- 
fcore Men, notwithſtanding the Oppoſition of the Enemy, and beat them our 
of their Breaft-Works, and by break of Day he had planted his Colours up- 
on a Battery they had, cbnſiſting of two great Guns : All the Forces being 
landed, the Major General ordered them ro take three ſeveral Waysz him- 
ſelf lexding his own Guard of Gentlemen Reformadoes, with rwq Companies 
more through the Body of the Iſland. After a Miles March, we! diſcovered 
a large Fortification, which appeared to be well Mann'd 3 but the Major Gene- 
ral running down bravely with his Men, ſo diſheartned che Enemy, that afrer 
they had given us two or three Volleys, rhey quirred ir, and fled into the 
Woods. The Fortification was quadrangular, conſiſting of abour two Acres 
of Land, encompaſicd with double Rows of Stakes, fix oor high, and four 
Foot diſtant; che [nrervals being flPd with Earth, anda wide deep Trench 
wirhour itz on each Cornzr there was a Flanker, in one —_ was planc- 
ed four grear Guns ; the Entrance into it was a Lock, admitting bur one ar a 
rime; in the middle of ir was the Governours Houſe,and a Guard, Houſe for 
the Souldiers; alſo a large Ciſtern with ſtore of Warer 3 ſeven or eighr Barrels 
of dried Salt Fiſh, with Bread proportionable, and rwo Barrels of Powder : 
Ie was ſituate in a Botrom by the fide of a Lane, through which we were to 
paſs ro come at ir, and on the other fide was a very high Hill. Atger we had 
entred it, the Major General ſent this Relator with four Files of Men to gain 
the rop of the Hill, which he did, finding it fortified with ewo ygrear Guns 
loaden and primed, with the Match lighted, and ſeveral Bags of?Partridge- 
Shot lying by chem, bur rhe Enemy was in {o much haſt, chey did por ſlay r& 
fire them upon us. # - 

About four Miles diſtant from the Fortification,upon the fide of Hill, there 
appeared a large white Luilding, reſembling a Fort, ro which the; Major Ge- 
neral ſent three hundred Men under che Command of Colonel | Charles Pym, 
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with Ocders, if he found it ſtrong, to fir down before it, and waic his com. 
ing. About two of the Clock the Major General (leaving a ſufficient Guard 
in the Fortificatios) marched up thicher with the reſt of his Forces, and when 
we came to it, we found it to be only a Stone Plar-forw, laid ſhelving for che 
conveyance of the Rain Water into the Ciſtern ; the Hand being deſticuce of 
Rivers, Wells, or other Conveniencics of freſh Water, the Inhabitancs are 
forced to make uſe of all Advantages to catch the Rain, each Houſe being 
furnithcd with one or more of thelc Ciſterns, ſome of rhem capable of hold. 
ing rwelve or fourteen Tuns. There we encamped that Night, and the next 
Day (the 21ſt) we marched back co the Fortification. | 

On Sunday (the 22d) in the Morning, two Captains of the Enemy came 
in with a Flag of Truce, bringing Articles from their Governour, upon which 
they offered ro ſurrender themſelves 3 which, when the Major General had 
- peruſe, he returned an Anſwer to him in writing, and alſo by ewo Gentle. 

men who ſpoke French, which he ſenc to him, that his Terms were denied 
bur if he would come in with the Inhabitants, with their Arms and Ammu. 
nition, within three Days, he ſhould find him a Gentleman ; bur if he ftood 
out longer, he was to expeCtt no Quarter ; That Night the Gentlemen return- 
cd tothe Camp with an Anſwer from the Governour, That cn Wedneſday he 
would come in, but he cculd not ſooner, becaufe ſome of the Inhabitants 
were hid in the Woods, ro whem he could not communicate his Deſign be- 
fore that time. 

On Monday and Tueſday (the 23d and 24th) we marched round the Iſland, 
burning all the Houſes as we paſted along ; the Inhabitants in ſome places 
firing upon us from the Woods, but without any Damage. 

On Wedneſday (the 25th) we eſpied a Flag of Truce coming toward us, 
with the Governour, and a great Company of the Inhabiranrs ; upon which, 
the Major General having his own Company of Guards in the Fortificacion, 
and the reſi of his Forces drawn up round it, ſent the rwo Gentlemen who 
were beſore with him, ro meer the ſaid Governour, and at the Entrance into 
the Fortification, he was received by Licurenant Colonel John Thomas, and 
by him conducted to the Major General, who ſat in the Houſe; (which ra- 
ther reſembled a Pigeon Houle, than a Governours Pavilion, as the French 
termed it ; for ir confiſted only of one Room about twelve Foot ſquare be. 
low, and another above : ) he was accompanied by a Frier, and ſome of his 

- Officers, all which were received with great Civility by che Major General, 
and many Complements paſled berween them : Afrer ſome Diſcourſe they 
went to Dinner, and the Major General ſo well warmed the Frier with good 
Madera Wine, that he ſpoke Latin ſo fluently upon Tranſubſtantiation, that he 
confounded himſelf in his own Argument. The Priſoners who came,in were 

" berween fix and ſeven hundred, all which were tranſported, the Governour 

with the Men as Priſoners ro News, the Women and Children to Sr. Chriſte» 

Pphers ; all the live Stock was alſo carried up to Nevuts, with the Negroes, 

Goods, &c. The Major General returned the Governour ſome of his Negroes, 

his Horſe, Arms, Apparel, &c. to be carried for him to St. Chriſtophers. In 
raking this Iſland we had about ten Men kill'd and wounded. 

While we were thus buſted in ſacking this Place, Colonel Hewetſon landed 
with three hundred Antigua Men m— another Ifland belonging to the French, 
called Marigalanta, beating the Inhabicants inco che Woods, burning their 
Town, nailing their Guns, demolifking their Fort, and rerurned to Antigua 
with the Plunder of their Iſland. #y 

During our ſtay upon St, Bartholomew, we had an addition of eight or nine 


Sloops, 
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Sloops, with abour fifry Men, from ſome of the Neighbouring Wands, which 


che Major General made Advantage of ; for on Sunvay the 19th of Fanzary, he 
ſent the Brigantine wich nine Sloops, (the like number that had been there 
before) under the Command of Captain Walter Hamiltin, to alarm the Iſland 
of Sr. Martins, and the next Morning to make a falſe Attack on the wind- 
ward Side : Afrer Captain Hamilton was gone down, the ſame'Day the Major 
General embarqued with ail his Forces in the other Sloops, and -1n the Nighr 
ſer Sail for the ſaid Iſland, and the nexr Morning (t! e 2oth), landed all his 
Men on the Leeward Side without any Oppoſition, the Enemy having driwn 
all their Forces to the other fide of che Iſland ; only after the firſt Compony 
was landed, about twenty of the Enemy fired upon them from {Brea vc ric, 
bur they were ſoon beat out of jr. When all the Forces were Janded, t!.cy 
marched entire through the Body of rhe Country , and afger two Miles 
march, were drawn up ina convenient Plain, the Enemy beipg in figitr, and 
as we thought advancing towards us: Afrer we had conrinued 3n hour in clit 
Poſture, the Enemy retiring, had fired a great Building upon 1 1i!l, abour a 
Mile diſtant, which ſeem'd to be a Fortification 3 upon which 7ie Major Ge- 
neral marched up to it with the whole Body, bur found it to þ,” only a large 
Houſe, which they had burnt beczuſe ir ſhould nor ſerve us fox Shelter, bu: 
the Scone Walls, which remained ſtanding, however proved ſcryjceable ro us, 
in covering us: from their Shor, There was a large Ciſtzrn of Warer, bur 
they had rendred jr unfit for drinking,by throwing Salt inro ity a Pond alſo 
char was adjacent, they had poiſoned with Tobacco. We had not been long 
here before the Enemy began to fire upon us from a Breaſt-work, where they 
had two great Guns planted upon a Hill a quarter of a Mile diftync, chere be- 
ing a clear Valley between us; on the lefr hand low and buſhy'Ground, and 
on the right, a ridge of Mountains with a very thick Wood : Tite Myjor Ge- 
neral ſent Captain Burt with a Company of Men to gain the rop_ f the higheſt 
Mountain, which had the Command of the Poſt we were ar\ which being 
done, he left an hundred Men under the Command of Capta;n Geoffery Gibb: 
ro maintain that Poſt, and marched back into the Plain with the reſt of his 
Forces ro ſecure the Avenues, and hinder the Enemy from cpming upon our 
Backs : Being come down into the Plain, himſelf, wich ſeveral Officers, and 
abour an Hundred Sentinels, went to drink at a Well, where, while they were 
drinking, they received a Volly of about thirty Short from the Enemy, who 
{ay hid in the Woods, bur it plesſed God though they flood cloſe one by 
another, there was but one Man hurr, lf 
Wirhdrawing from thence, Major 7ohn Stanly was ſent wir .a Party ty rouc 
them our of the Woods, which he did, beating them from rv 5. ſtrong Breaſt- 
works they had upon a S1ddle between two Hills, Coppolite > thoſe we had 
before gained) in which Works he poſted himſelf. The Paſ-4ges being borh 
ways ſecured, the Major General encamped with the Body i”. the middle of 
che Plain thar Night, and the next Morning (the 21ſt) our! $6 Brats Ficld- 
Pieces, with Carriages, and rwo Iron ones, without, were brgg#ghr on Shore ; 
the Iron ones were planced in the Plain, bur the Braſs were-Urawn up co tiic 
burner Houſe, where our Body was now encamped, and about three in the Af. 
rernoon we began to play upon the Enemy. In the Evening Captain Barthol1- 
mew Sharp was ſent with one Company of Men to cut a Path through che 
Wood, that we might make an Atrack upon the Enemy that way ; for in che 
Valley they had four great Guns planced direQaly againſt the Road ; bur beirg 
without Carriages, they could not _ chem to bear upon +15 as we lay : 
Captain Sharp had made no great Progreſs in his on beforeine was m_ 
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ered, and ſo hotly dealt with, chart he was forced to retreat: All D#Y 
the Enemy kept firing upon us from their Breait-work, borh with cheir gre#t 
Guns and ſmall Arms, bur in the Night they fiiently quitred it. 

Tne next Morning, (the 22d ) leaving chirty Men at the burnt Houſe (under 
che Command of Lieurenanc James 5mith) we marched over to the Breaſt-work 
and demoliſhed ir, and alſo their Line, which run down to a Wc<ll in che 
Valley near their four great Guns, which we nailed, together with the other 
rwo above, Continuing our March about a Mile farcher, we came co a fine 
Plain, encompaſſed with Orange and other Fruit-Trees, where we —_ 
there being ſtore of Catrle alſo graſirg 3 ar the upper end of it were three 
ſmall Houſes,in one of which were found Blood, and Breflings of ſome wound. 
ed Mzn, and we underſtood by rwo Priſoners which we took preſently after, 
rhar chey had near twenty kill'd and wounded : The next Morning (the 23d) 
che Major General leaving this Relator with a ſufficient Guard in the Plain, 
to take care of the Plunder 3 he marched with the Body againſt their chief 
Fort, about two Miles diſtant, which he rook without any loſs,having bur one 
Man wounded,rthe Enemy quitcing their Fort after a ſmall reſiſtance: Ir conſiſt- 
ed of fix greac Guns mounted upon a Plat-form without Carriages,wich Banks of 
Earth chrown up; afcer he had nailed and overthrown the Guns, he proceeded 
in his march abour four Miles farther,and then encamped in a pleaſant Valley, 
where was 4 Houſe and Garden belonging to the Frier : there they found the 
Govcrnour's Horſe ſaddled and bridled, he having left him and tled into the 
Mountains with the Inhabirancs: This Day Major John Stanly marched over 
che Hills on the other fide the Iſland, and engaged a Party of che Eneiny,beat- 
ing them our of cheir Breaſt-work, and demoliſhing it; at Night he returned 
co his Poſt on the Saddle : (the 24th) che Major General continued his march 
round the Illand without any oppoſition, and ar Night returned to the burner 
Houſe, where he again encamped ; the Plunder being alſo removed rthtther. 

On Saturday Morning, (the 25th_) we ſaw three great Ships, a Brigantine 
and a Stoop ſtanding in with the Iſland, and abour Noon we underſtood by 
ſome Priſoners, which we took landing our of the ſaid Sloop, that it was 
Mounficur Decaſs come down from Sr. Chriſtophers with ſeven hundred Men, 
to defend the Iſland againſt us,who they heard had been upon St. Bartholomews, 
and rhey thought us ro be yer there : The Major General immediarely 
commanded away Guards to all thoſe Bays where he thought the Enemy 
would land ; bur they ſeeing our Sloops, perceived we were already upon the 
1land, and ſo came not ro an Anchor, but gave Chaſe to our Sloops, who 
made the beſt of their Way-ro get clear; one of chem in grear danger of be. 
ing taken, run her ſelf on ground, but was again hal'd off by che Enemy, bur 
the Mzn were all got our of her : The Maſter of one of the Sloops being ar 
the Camp, when the Priſoners were brought up who gave this Account, the 
Major General diſpatched him with an Expreſs ro ntzgua, to acquaint the 
Lieutenant Genera) with our Condition, and deſire him to ſend ſome Ships to 
our Afiſtance. ; 

Decaſs ſtood off and on all night, and in the morning ( the 26th ) com- 
ivg cloſe in wich rhe Shore, he fired ſeveral Guns, to give the Inhabicancs 
notice cf his Arrival : About noon he came to an Anchor before the Wind- 
ward part of the Iſland, hanging abroad bloody Colours, The Inhabirnts, en- 
couraged by the coming of theſe Ships, came down our of the Mountains, 
and finding their Fort unman'd, they again cook poſleſſion of it, replanting 
and drilling their Guns. In the night Decaſs landed his Souldiers 3 which 
the Major General haying advice of, brought his Braſs Ficld-Pieces _ the 
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Burnt-Houſe into the plain, and planred chem on the right and' A of” 
the Body, which was there encamped ; rhe [ron Pieces being pleted before 
towards each Road, having placed ſtrong Guards upon the Saddle,ar the Burnt-: 
Houſe and the Mounrtein which commanded it : In this Poſture of Defence, we 
continued the 29th 28tb & 29,the Enemy not daring to attack us : They had now 
three Ships more come down from Sr. Chriſtophers, which joyned with Decaſs. 

On Thurſday ( the 3oth) in che Morning, arrived Collonel Hewerfon from 
Antigua wich three Ships, which che Licutenant General had 'ſent ro our 
Aſliitance : The French Ships at an Anchor perceiving Engliſh Colours, 
weighed, and ſtood our ro meet them; Abour Noon they engaged, and after 
four hours Difpute, wich little damage on our Side, the French bore away, 
our Ships alſo ſtanding off al night, bur in che morning ( the 31ft ) they 
returned : The French Ships alſo appeared in fight, bur kept off at a-diſtance : 
The Major General having ſentthe Plunder and Field-Picces on Board, Or- 
dered all his Out-Guards ro quir rheir Poſts, and:march down into the Plain 
in Orderto Imbarque ; which the Enemy perceiving, marched down likewiſe, 
and both Parties engaged, to the great loſs of che Enemy, who was beaten in- 
ro the Woods in Confuſion: The Major General made an Honourable retreat, 
and Imbarqued ſafe with all his Men, except about ten who were kill'd in the 
whole A&ion,and three who were taken Priſoners, by being aſleep in one of the 
Breaſtworks, when our Men quitred chem: One of them made his Efcapg and gor 
down to the Sea Side, and a Boar went and brought him offclear ; the other two: 
were afterwards exchanged: There were about twenty more wourded, which 
with the reſt arrived ſafc ar Nevis, on Sunday Morning the ſecond. of February. 

After the Major General's Regiment returned up to News, rh# Inhabicancs: 
of the ſaid Iſland conſidering the ſervice they had done, and their Willing- 
neſs to continue in their defence, againſt ho expeCted Alſaulrs, of a Neigh.. 
bouring Enemy; in the Month of April 16go. they allowed che ſaid Regiment 
Pay, ſo to continue for fix Months, except the Enzliſh Fleet ſhould arrive, 
and then to be allowed Pay but one Month after the Arrival of the ſaid Fleet;. 
Which hapned in Fune following, at which time, Preparations being made 
for an Expedition againſt Sr. Chriſtophers, by all the Leeward C:wibby Iſlands, 
they brought their Forces down to the Iſland of Nevis, which was appointed: 
ro be the place of General R=ndevouz, it lying moſt Convenient for the ſaid 
purpoſe ; And upon Monday the 16th. of June 1690, by the Command of his 
Excellency Chriſtopher Codrington, (who had now received a Con;mifſion from: 
their Majeſties King William and Queen Mary for Captain General and Comman- 
der in cif of all cheir Leeward Caribby Iſlands) rhere was a general Muſter jn- 
the Iſland ofNerzs, of all their Majeſties Forces raiſed for the (aid Expedition 
againſt St. Chriſtophers, which according tothe Muſter Rolls giver. in; appeared: 
ro be as follows, viz. |

Upon Tueſday and Wedneſday, being the 17th and 18th of che ſaid Mont! 
-of June, we Imbarqued for the {aid Expedition 3 and upon Thurſday the i 9th 
we ſer Sail from Nevis with our whole Fleer, conſiſting of tzn Men of War, 
wo Fircſhips, ewelve Merchant Men, and about ewenty Brigantines and Sloops 3 
and che ſame Evening, we came to an Anchor before the Iſland of Sc. Chrr- 
Stoph:rs tn Frigot Bay : Tn the nighr <ight of our Frigors weighed, and fel) 
down three Leagues ro Leeward, to amuſe and harras the Enemy, and the 
nexr morning they rerurned : Thar day we plyed our great Guns from ſome 
of che Frigors, which lay neereft in with the Shore, upon the Enemy intheir 
Trenches, and received ſome Shor in Exchange, from a Battery of five Guns 
rhey had there, bur without any dzmage on our Side. 

That night there was a Council of War held on board the Admiral, by the 
General Ofhcers ana ſome of the prime Commanders, according ro rhe Reſult 
of which, Major General 7hornhi) with four hundred of his own Regiment 
and a Deratchmenr of one hundred and fifcy our of the Regiments of Mon- 
ſerat, Nevis and Antigna, between tio and threeof the Clock the next morn- 


'1ng , being Saturday the 21ſt, landed with the Forelorn ( the Field- 


mark being Matches abour their left Arms ) at the little Salrponds, abour a 
League to Windward of the aforeſaid Frigor Bay, without any Oppoſition ; 
the Enemy having lefc chat place ungarded by reaſon of it's Situation, it lying 
at the foor of an almoſt jnacceſſible Hill, over which they thought ir an Impolſ- 
fibiliry ro march : This Sreep Aſcent we mounted by a Path frequented by 
none bur wild Goars, and in ſome places ſo near a perpendicular, that we 
were forced to uſe our Hands as well as our Feer in climbing up. About break 
of Day we gained the top, where we reccived a Volly of about ſeven or cighr 
Shot, from ſome Scouts there placed, ( who immediately upon their firing 
retreated ) which wounded us two brick Commanders, one of which died of 


his Wounds ſoon afrer, The Major General leaving one Company to ſecure . 


the Paſs upon the Hill, led his Men down about a third ans of ir, before they 
were diſcovered by the Enemy, who now began to fire briskly upon us from 
their Trenches, wounding ſeveral of our Meny and the Major General him- 
ſelf received an unfortunare Shor through the ſmall of his left leg, which 
obliged him to ſtay the binding of ir up ; bur his Men running down briskly 
upnn the Enemy, 2nd Flanking chem in their Trenches, and the Duke of Bolton's 
and the Marine Regiments Janding at the ſame time at Frigor Bay, ( 1n which 
ARion Colonel Kegwin received a mortal wound ) forced them to quit their 
Poſt in diſorder and leave us maſters of the Field ; We found fourteen of 
them dead, we having loft haifche number, beſides wounded Men. 

All our Forces being landed, and the Major General with the wounded Men 
ſent on board,the Army was drawn up into four Battalions : The Duke of Bol. 
ton's Regiment in the Van, was Ordered to take the Road adjoyning to the Sea ; 
'TheMayor General'sRegiment(under che Command of Lieutenant Colonel John 
Thomas) in the Body,was ordered to march through the Countrey,and the Ant; 
£43 Regiment was commanded to marchar a diſtance,as a Reſerve to the Body: 
The other four Regiments were to keep their Poſts, & wait farther Orders. Af- 


-rer an hours march theDuke of Bolron's Regiment encountreda tmall party of the 


Enemy, 
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Enemy,and ſoon put them to the rout ; Immediately, after thofe French Companies 
which ran from Frigot Bay, joyning with the reſt of their Forces; which were ga- 
thered from all parts of the Iſland, were advancing upon our Body ; they havin 
much the Advanrage of ground, and three to one in number ; and after a Sharp diſ- 
ure of half an hour, they had almoſt ſurrounded us ; bur Colonel Williams com- 
ing up wich the Reſerve, and giving them an unexpeCted and vigorous Aſſault, fo 
encouraged the Major G:neral's Regiment, that they preſſed refolurely on, and 
beat the Enemy ouc of che Field in Confufion; one part flying to che Mountains, 
and the reſt beraking themſelves to the Fort,which formerly belonged co the Engliſh. 
Orders being ſent ro che four Regiments at Frigot Bay to march up, and the 
Duke of B»/ton's Regiment alſo meering us, the whole Army was drawa up into 
an entire Body, and the Souldiers were permitred to drink by Companies, art the” 
| adjacent Wells and Ciſterns. - | 
While the Army was thus refreſhing,the Cockſwain of the Mary Frigor came with: 
Advice to theCaprtainGeneral that the Frigors having fallen down before che Town 
and Fort of Baſterre, the Enemy after firing two or three Rounds, had ſtruck rheir 
Flag, ſer their Town on Fire, and quitred it ; ( bur by the Diligence of the Sea- 
men who came on Shore from the Frigors, it was happily exringuiſhzd : ) Upon: 
which advice, the Captain General marched immediately away to the ſajd Town, 
with incent co quarter rhe Army ther2in for that night; bur the Enemy having 
lefr Store of Wines and other Liquors behind them, and he fearing the Diſor- 
ders it might breed amongſt the Souldiers, alrered his Reſolutions, and only mak- 
ing a halr there, and placing his own Cumpany of Guards in the Maſ--houſe, com- 
manded che Army co march ro the Jeſirits Convent, lying about a Mile above che 
Town, where being again drawn up, and Orders given to lie by their Arms all 
night, Centries were placed, and (ome Parcies ſenc ro drive 1n Cactle, there being 
ſtore of Flower, Bread, &c. in the Convent : The Night prove i very wet, it rain- 
ing wirhour Intermiflion ri:l Morning; bur the Officers generouſly ſhared. the Wea- 
ther with the Senrinels, ſcarce any, except the General Otficers, going into the 
Convent for Shelrer. A 
The next morning ( being Sunday the 22d) che Commilſary General having ſe- 
cured the Liquors in a convenient Score-houſe, the Army marched down to the 
Town, and free liberty was granted them ro plunder ir 3 Wine and Brandy being. 
alſo diftribured to chem, by che reſpetive Commillaries of each Regiment : The 
Fort here conſiſted of Sixceen Suns, which they had nail'd and ſpik'd; bur by the 
diligence of our Men, thev were again cleared. In the Afcernoon. a Derachmenc 
of one hundred and fifry Men our of the Antigua Regiment , was ſene under rhe 
Command of M1jor Gunthorpe, to gain and ſecure a Pafs, which was rhought ro be 
poſſetied by the Enemy, lying in rhe way to rhe Engliſh Fort; bur when rhey eame, . 
they found ic quirred. Monday ( the 23d ) we continued all Day in the Town 3. 
and in the Eveiiing the Country was in flames all round, being Fired by rhe En- 
gliſh Negroes who came from che Mountains, where rhey had lain fince-their 
Maſters rhe Englith were hearen off che [ſland. "ty 
On Tue(4ay rhe 24th, 'W-< began our march towards the Fort, and rhar Night 
encam ed abour three M les from 1t, having the like ill Forrune of rainy Weather, 
wichour any means 19 avoid ir. This day the Frigots weighed from Baferre, b& fell 
down to Ol R a1.'vere rhey came 'ap:11 toan Anchor: Wedneſday rhe 25th, We 
conrinucd our ca iD 2r Old Rnzl, and the Wheelharrows, Shovels, Pickaxes (Fc. 
were brought on She + On Tijuefddy Morning (the 26h ) We marched within 
a Mile of che Fore. and <+ca;nped under the Covert of a-high Hill, a Decachmenr 
out of Colonel £41's R'gi-nent being ſear under che command of Caprain Wil- 
liam Butler eto ſecure re top of it, -/+- 1 46 
On Fryday('rhe 27ib ) che Mary's two Chaſe-Guns (SixPounders )were brought on 
Shore, in ocdcr co be drawn up to the trop _ the Hill, and che Marine I 
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ungcr the Command of Colonel Kirty, Commander of che Sueeets, ( Collovel Keg- 
win.being dead of his wound he reccived in landing) was imployed in curring and 

clexring a path, for the drawing them up. On Saturday and Sunday (the 28th and 

mou yp 6 Marine Regiment ſo vigorouſly purſued their buſineſs, - chat they had 

drawn the Guns to rhe top of the Kill, and planted them upon a Platform they had 
laid for them, wich Baskers of Earth thrown upfor a Covering from the Enemies 
Shot, ir lying open to che Fort : On Monday morning (the 39th) Powger Shor &yc. 

being carried up, they bean to play upon the Forc, che very firit Shor doing Exc- 

cxtzon, and the Frigors alſo weighing from Old Road, fined down to the Fort and 

bartered againſt it ;rhe whole Army art che ſame time marching into a deep and 

wide Ditch, berween the Hill and the Fort, wichin Muskert Shot of ic: In the Af- 

terncon the Frigors ſtood up again ro 0/4 Road, but the Guns from the Hill kept 

playing inceſſantly till Night, at whichgzime we began our Intrenchments, running 

( from the Dirch where we lay cucamped) a Trench, with a Half Moon at the End, 

capable of holding fopr hundred Men. WEE 

On Tueſday the fuſt cf J4/y,ons of the News Regiments and part of the 4ntigue 
Regiment, were ſent under the Command of Colonel Charles Pym, to rake a ſimall 
Fort of the Enemics about three Miles diftant from the Camp, which they ſucce(- 
fully ſurprizcd, raking avour fifry Priſoners 10 It, 

This Evcning, Licucenant General Ho/t having given Orders to the Our-Centries 
which were placed towards the Fort, to fire without Challenging at any who ſhould 
come that way; himſelf afterwards riding by them in the twilight ro view the Works, 
was Sher into the Body by one Gibbins an Iriſhwan, who was one ofthe Centrics , 
he returned to the Camp and languiſhed long of ic with lictle hopes of recovery : 
Gibbins was afcerwards tried by a Court Marſhal, bur after awull hearing acquitted. 

On Wedneſday ( the 2d ) choſe Guns ou the Hill proving fo ſerviceable, there 
were four more of a larger fize drawn up;bur one of chem ſplicrivg at the firſi time 
of firing, and the reſt being incommodiouſly planred, they were no more made 
uſe of. This day four Companies of the Enemy marched out of the Fort, and drew 
up before the Gare, but in a quarter of an hour rhey marched in again. The Half 
Moon being now finiſhed, we run another Trench abour a quarter of a Mile below 
ir, able to contain the like number of Men ; and at the like Diſtance below that we 
began another, wide enough co draw the Carriages of the grear Guns through: 
the 34d, gth, 5th, and 6th Days, we conrinued in the day time quiet in our Trenches, 
jn rhe night-running on with our works ; che Enemy firing day and night upon us 
with great Guns and ſmall Arms, but doing us !1ttle damage , but the Guns on the 
Hill galled chem exceedingly, leaving po Cerner of the Fort unſearched. | 
©, Sore hundreds of the Exemy being out in the Mountains, headed by one Mon- 

: ficvr Pine/le, Parties were ſent daily abroad (commanded by the Officers in their 
turns) ro ſcour them out; and on Monday the 7th the Major General (his Wound 
being well healed) went himſelf at the head of ewo hundred Men, upon the ſame 
-Peſign 3 hur could nor meer with the Enemy to engage chem, they lurking ſome- 
times in one place, ſomerimes in another : On Wedneſday (the gth) he recurned ro 
Camp, with ſome Priſoners, many Negraes, and great Store of Cattle, After the 
Major Generals return, Proclamation being made, by bear of Drum, in ſeveral 
'places of che Iſland, by che Command of che Captain General, thar ali which would 
come in within three Days, fhould receive his ProteQtion to ſecure their Perſons 
from the Outrages of the Souldiers; ſeveral Families ſurrendred themſelves, ro ma- 
ny of which was alſo granced Liberty to rexura.eo their: Honſes, and keep ſome 
{mall ſtock till farther Orders. | 
Manſicur Pine/le alſo ſent in a Flag of Truce from the Mountains, to acquaint 
the Captain General that he could not come in without leave from the Governour; 
hut however he aſſured him , he would remain quier, and give free paſlage to 
any of our Men he ſhopld meer with : The 10th and x2:h we continued in our 
.Ixrenches, which we had now run wighin Piſtol Shor of the Fort, Over 


by 


Over againſt rhe Gate we had an half Moon, on which we planced feveral Co« 
lours-: On the left hand of the Half-Moon wasa Battery raiſed for fix great Guns, 
( rwo ejghreen Pounders and four twelve Pounders) but before they were mount- 
ed, on Saturday the 12th, abour one in the Afcernoon, the Drums beat a Parly in 
rhe Fort, & four\Perſons marched out with a Flag of Truce ;.rhey were met in the 
Paſture berween our Trench and the Forr, by Major Legard, and by him conducted 
to the Captain General z and after ſome Treaty, Hoſtages were given vn botli fidet, 
one of the Majors continuing with us, and Licurevant Colonel! Not was ſent to 
chem ; Captain Hamilton alſo going with him as an Interpreter : Bur notwichſtand- 
1np rhe Treaty, the Caprain General. continaed his works, joyning our Trench to 
' the Enemies Trench, chrough which rhey uled to come from the Fort ro the Well : 
Our Cencries were placed under the Walls, and at the Gate of the Fort, and thar 
Evening our Guns were alſo mounred upon the Barcery. 

About twelve of che Clock in the Night there was a Cane let over the Fort 
Walls, ( it being firuate by che Sea-ſide 5 which run on board a Sloop that came 
cloſe in with.the Shore, under the Covert of the dark Night 3 our Mea let Fly a 
whole Volly upon chem, which made them haſten away. Caprain Hamilton came 
ro the Ceniry at the Fort Gate, and Ordered him to acquaint the Major General, 
thac there was a Ship ſeenoff, upon which this Relacor was diiparched away ro Old 
Raad, to give Admiral Wright notice of ir, bur inche interim a Brigantine was fenc 
in purſuic of the Sloop; rhe Admiral immediately ordered two Frigors to weigh, 
and. put oat in ſearch of the faid Ship and Sloop, which they did, and the next 
Day the 13th they returred withour ſeeing any Veſlels. . 

During rhe whole Ation upon this Illand, there were two Frigots. that cruiſed 
abour,ro take any FrenchVeſlels which might arrive there,eicher by defignor chance, 
buc chey mer with nore : On Monday the 14th,cthe Fort was ſurrendred to the Cap- 
tain General, upon the ſame Articles rhat it was before delivered up to the French. 
Afrer the Enemy marched our, & the Engliſh Flag was pur up, the King's & Queens 
Hea)rhs. were drank, and the great Guns rhree times fired, three Vollies being alfo 
made by the whole Army. The Fort was Quadrangular, confiſting of four Flankers, 
with a Curcain between each ; on each Flanker were mounted five Guis; the Walls, 
were of Stone, abouur twenty Foot high, ſurrounded with a deep Ditch twelve Foot 
wide, over which was a narrow wooden Bridge. In the middle of the Fort were 
two Mounts thrown up for Batteries ; there was alſo a Well, bur upon firing che 
Guns, the Water would inſtantly dry away : There was Store of Proviton, Lj- 
guors and Powder, but they wanred Shor. : 

In retaking this Liland we had about an hundred Men killed and wounded ; the 
Iſland in grncralis very Strong, there being ſeveral ſmall Fortifications, and Breaft- 
works all round, except where ir is naturally fortified with Hillzor Shoals. The In- 
habitants were about eighteen hundred Men, befides Women and Childrenand Ne- 
groes, ul which ( excepr the Negroes which were to bedivided;as plunder) were 
transported to the {land of Hiſpaniola 3 only ſome particular Perſons had the favour 
granted them to be carried up to Afartineco. 

Aﬀcer a Weeks Refrethmenr, rhe Major General on Sunday the 2oth of rhe ſaid 
Month of Fuly, Imbarqued with his own Regimentin the Sloops, and the Marine 
Regiment on board the Frigots,and ſer fail for the Hand of St, Ewftace; and theſame 
Evening lying before che ſaid Iſland, he ſent Captain Hamifton on Shoar wirh a 
Flag of Truce, to Summons the Ifiand to ſurrender,. who returned with an anſwer 
from che Governour, char he would defend ir to the urmoſt ; rhe next Morning 
( rhe 21ft )che Frigors degan ro Batrer againſt rhe Fore, and che Major General 

landed at the ſame rime with his Men under a high. Cliff, which they aſcended 3 
being got up, they had not marched far, before they perceived ſome Durch Colours 
in the Woods, upon which a Party was fent ro.diſcover them, who returned with 
an Account, that it was Colonel Scorer (rhe Governour of the Iſland for the Dutch, 


when 
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when the French took ir) with one hundred Men under his Command, whocame 
from Saba, and. Janded there three. days before ,' bur: nor having firetgrh enough to. 
rake the Fort, ( into which the Inhabitants were fled ) he deſigned roger what 
Plunder he could,and fo go off again : He refuſed ro joyn with the Major General, 
becauſe he was firſt landed,& ſo accordingly went off the next day. The Major Ge- 
neral proceeded in his march rowards the Forr, and encamped within Musket Short 
of ir, under the riſing of a ſmall Hill ; the next. day the Marine Regiment landed, 
and the Shovels, Pickaxes, 75. being brought on Shore, they began their Incrench- 
ments, running their Trench along by the Fort, within Musker Shor of it. 

After five Days fiege, the Enemy ſent outa Flag of Truce with Articles, bur 
they were (o high in their demands, that the Major General refuſed them, and re- 
turned an anſwer ; if they did not deſcend to more reaſonable rerms within three 
days, he wou!d grant them no Quarter. Within the preſcribed time they came out 
+ again with a Flag of Truce, and turrendred themſelves and rheir Fort upon Quar- 

cer tor life, & ro march out with their Baggage : Their Fort contained ſixteen great 
Guns, ic was ſurrouuded with double Rows of Stakes, the Intervals fill'd with Earth, 
and without rhar ſtrong Palliſadoes, and on the ourfide of chem a deep Ditch, over 
which was a very narrow Bridge leading inro the Gare admitting bur one ar a time; 
the Eefieged were ahour ſixty men, ( the Women and Children being ſent off ſome 
time before ) they had a Well for Water, and about twenty Barrels of Flower, ſome 
Salc-Fiſh and Pork, and a {mall Quantity of Ammunition they behaved chemſelves 
very briskly during the fiege, eſpecially che Governour, who was very ative in 
firing che great Guns, (5c. : 

In raking this Ifland, we had not above Eight Men kill'd and wounded : The Ma- 
Jor General leaving one Company upon the I{]Jand, under rhe Command of Lieutenant 
John, Mack- Arthur, returned to St. Chriſtophers with the whole Flcer, carrying the 
Iohabirancs Priſoners thither, and afterwards tranſporting chem ro #1ſpaniola, Lieu- 
renant Pilkinton was afterwards ſent down with a Company our of the Duke of 

. Bolton's Regiment, to relieve Lieutenant Mack- Arthur, and. he ftill continues there 
for rhe Defence of the ſaid Iſland. 

© The Inhabirants of the Iſland: of St. Bartho/omews, who were brought ap Priſe- 
ners from rhence to Nevis, being ſent down to St. Chriſtophers, before that Iſland 
was retaken, there met with their Wives and Families ; and after that Iſland was re. 
raken, they were defirous to live under an Engliſh Government, upon which the 
Captain General gave them Liberty,. to recurn to their Iſland, tranſporting them 
thicher, and granred a Commiſſion to one Captain le Grand a former Inhabitanc 
among them, ro be their Governour, and to keep and defend the Iſland in the 
name and behalf of their Majeſties King William and Queen Mary, under which 
Government it ſtill continues. 

In the latter end of Oober, this Relator's Concerns calling him home to Eng. 
land,he left the Caribby 1lands ; the Captain General having chen iſued our Orders 
for the muſtering their Majeſties Forces, and getting them in a readineſs to Im- 
barque upon a farther Expedition againſt Guadalupe and other French Hands, leaving 
a Garriſon upon St. Chriſtopher s, under the Command of Licurenant Colone] Nor. 

Thus you have a briefand plain Relation of the Succeſs of the Engliſh Arms in the 
Caribby Iſlands, and it may reaſonably be concluded, char as the Engliſh Aﬀairs there 
have hitherco been happily proſperous, ſo (being under the management and Con- 
du& of ſuch prudent and a&ive Generals, and promoted by the forwardneſs of the 

, Souldiery, bur principally by a Divine Bleſſing attending upon their Endeavours ) 
they will ſoon put a ſucceſful Period to thoſe troubleſome Wars, and 'roor "the.
